THE EMPIRE. 


An Organisation for its 
Promotion. 


An outling of the executive or- 
ganization which the Empire Cot- 
ton Growing Committea considers 
necessary for its schama of pro- 
wating the cultivadon of cotton 
within tha Empire has been pre- 
pared. The proposed organization 
prov 
ment of men abroad with a 
central office in Ldndon to co- 
ordinate work, Tha cost iz 
estimated at £200,000 a year. 
The funds are to be provided 
jaintly by trade interests and’ by 
the British Government and vest-, 
ed in trustees under 
Charter... 

The direct contro! will be ex- 
ercised by an extenaiva committee 
appointed from this main council, 
whila for particular aspects of the 
work, such as research or in- 
development in 
differant countries, there will be 
sub-committees of which men of 
special qualification may be co- 
opted. . 

The work that has to be done 
falls into three divisions. The 
first is mainly adminissrative in 
character, questions of policy. 
finance and general administra- 
tion being grouped under this 
beading along with power work in 
suitable arbaa, * 

RESEARCH STATIONS. * 

The second division 1S wark 
demanding scientific know- 
ledge and training and includes

' IDLE SHIPS. 


Reasons Why Food Is Dear. 


Sir Walter Runciman writes in 
a Home paper>—The need for 
emphasising the importance of 
the shipping industry to ,evers 
man, Woman, and child in tha 
country has long passed. The 
war’ awakened us all to it, and 
we.are not likely to forget it. 
That is why, perhaps, the peapla 
of this country bave suddenly 
become alarmed at the fact that 
all is not well with the industry. 

Up toa few months ago it was 
fenerally’ believed and with 
evident reason—that shipping 
was booming:.that there was a 


great deman r_boats which 
it} could pot et. Exporters who 


bad cargoes toaend abroad were 
chasing after ships in whicb to 
ave them carried, and were 
ready to pas high prices for such 
actommodation. There might 
have been some exaggeration 
about it, but, speaking generally, 
i: is true that shipping was 
flourishing. 
SEARCHING FOR CARGOES. 

But conditions have changed 
to-day at mos: ofthe big Se2-going 
Ports ; Jarge numbers of beats mar 
be found Iving idle in or ont of 
dock, idle and unemployed: and 
whereas. not very long azo. the 
charterers were running afser the 
shipowners, now’ it is exactly the 
other wary abont. Shipowners are 
searching for ecatgoes, and in a 
good many cases thes are search- 
ing in vain. . 

It must be clear that this is 
causing a good deal of suffer- 
ing to the local communities. 
Not long ago it was stated thas: 
there were 5.00 people out 
of work in Cardiff alone and the 
position at ports like Newcastle, 
Glasgow, Hull, Liverpool. Swan- 
sea, and so on. is almost as bad, 

What are the reasons? The 
most immediate and ptessing is 
the restriction of the exportation 
of coal to a triile of what it was 
before the war: then we sent 
abroad over 70,000,000 tons per 
annum, not ineluding the bunkur 
coal, carried by the outgoing 
steamers“ and used on their 
journeys. But the amount of coal 
exported during the current rear 
will not be more thar 26,600,690, 

That is a ‘Very grave cnatter 
indeed cause it mtans Thar 
there is less than ove-third of the 
Icoal cargoes available for expor: 
ships than there waa 
before the war, and the Govern. 
ment’s new order makes jt Joss 
still. 

An equally serious factor ir 
the present situation is the war 
in which ships are held up by 
congestion at the ports.
